Selling value and innovation 
to residential clients

Why does air-conditioning 
stink? 


Poorly designed air-conditioning systems can cause 
significant indoor air-quality problems. There are cre- 
ative ways to prevent such problems and that is the 
subject of a special presentation on December 8 by 
MitcoAir Technologies’ Dimiter Gorchev. 


Gorchev illustrates his presentation by describing proj- 
ects drawn from his extensive experience with a vari- 
ety of building types. He studied mechanical engi- 
neering in his native Bulgaria before beginning his 
practice in the U.S. in the 1960s. Among Gorchev's 
early projects was the design of the first variable air 
volume (VAV) system in the world. He also has 
designed systems with complex requirements includ- 
ing a successful retro-fit of a computer lab at MIT, a 
project that saved enough energy to pay for itself in 
less than a year. 


Gorchev’s presentation highlights the monthly lunch 
gathering of the Indoor Air Quality Committee on 
December 8 and all BSA members and allies are wel- 
come.

What is ‘spirit’ ? 
There has been considerable discussion in the last 15 
years or so about memorials, a discussion obviously 


enriched by the debate about Lower Manhattan's 
World Trade Center site. 


To some degree, as ArchitectureBoston editor Elizabeth 
Padjen FAIA notes, the conversation about memorials 
justifies talking about architecture in a way that is 
quite different from the way we've been allowed — or 
trained — to talk about design. Suddenly we are talk- 
ing about making places that somehow transcend 
what we normally build, places that reach for bigger 
ideas than those that have occupied most architects 
recently — ideas about the nature of the human spirit 
and existence. What do we know about such places? 
How do we create them? 


The November/December issue of ArchitectureBoston 
focuses on these issues with roundtable discussions, 
historical musings, personal reflections and a surpris- 
ing contemporary Boston example. An interview 

with Paolo Soleri, the designer and visionary behind 
Arcosanti, an experimental town in the desert north of 
Phoenix, completes the issue.

GSA and Boston project team 
focus on workplace design 


The U.S. General Services Administration (GSA) and 
the Center for Balance by Design (a BSA-related proj- 
ect) agreed in September to conduct a joint research 
project focusing on workplace design in an effort the 
GSA believes “could save taxpayers billions by increas- 
ing the productivity of government operations’. 


The Center for Balance by Design is a project led by 
Donna Denio SCUP, co-chair of the BSA/SCUP 
Roundtable. The research will be conducted by the 
Center in its studio in Lyme Properties’ Kendall 
Square complex in Cambridge in partnership with 
GSA’s “Workplace 20-20” program, Tufts’ School of 
Engineering, Lyme Properties, Executive Discovery, 
and Knoll. 


“Work is a social process supported by technology,” 
notes Denio, and the “living model” of the future of 
work Denio and her partners hope to develop “will 
put people first, incorporate processes that help 
groups with a variety of personalities and skills to bet- 
ter understand each other, and then support the team 
with technology that builds on the social dynamic.”

Dialogue XII: 


What is a community of diversity? 


“Dialogue” moderator Rachel Munn AIA this month 
welcomes guest moderator John Wilson FAIA, founder 
and chair of the BSA Task Force to End Homelessness 
and a former member of the BSA Board of Directors. 


It would appear that the American Institute of 
Architects’ idea of ‘diversity’ is a reference to every 
architect who is not an able-bodied, straight, white 
male. Even ‘universal design’, which implies common 
design criteria for all human beings, is grouped in this 
‘diversity’ camp. 

We have seen in our national life that separate-but- 
equal has never been very equal...and separated is 
never as good as together. Communities of diversity 
are richer and healthier for everyone. When I reflect 
on our profession, I see an opportunity for a different, 
more holistic idea of diversity that focuses instead on 
‘community’. 


Diversity of clients: 

Our profession serves primarily affluent, corporate 
and government clients. National businesses use archi- 
tects as product designers for their branded prototype. 
The late Sam Mockbee FAIA lived and worked at the 
other end of the spectrum with his Auburn University 
students serving impoverished families and communi- 
ties. This still leaves a very large number of prospec- 
tive clients in need of architectural help... and also 
leaves the bulk of our national community without 
much in the way of high-quality (or even moderately 
reasonable quality) design. 


We need to explore ways of serving a wider public. A 
website where people could ask for help and advice 
might be worth trying. Some major healthcare institu- 
tions have chatrooms for the public. Young designers 
might be encouraged to diversify their IDP training in 
several building types. The idea of a community 
design office staffed initially by volunteers might lead 
to a broader clientele and a new kind of practice. 


Diversity of work: 

Our profession is increasingly specialized and even 
sub-specialized, all of which leads to a very narrow 
view of architecture and a formulaic business-focused 
approach to design. Le Corbusier, Frank Lloyd 
Wright, and Alvar Aalto — to name just three of our 
heroes — were able to apply their architectural imagi- 
nations to a multiplicity of building types. Anyone 
who has done adaptive reuse projects, in which the 
formulas don't apply, has a sense of the cross-fertiliza- 
tion and the mutability of buildings. Mixed-use proj- 
ects also have a characteristic of breaking stereotypes 
and generating new designs for how we live, work and 
play together. 


The beauty of architecture is that it ‘treats’ the whole 
person. Our consumer-oriented society wants the 


equivalent of the knee-replacement surgeon who has 
done the most procedures. We need to encourage 
cross-fertilization and idea-sharing in the profession 
and thus challenge the conventional formulas. 


Diversity of influence: 

Much of the architecture I see in magazines reflects 
the strong influence of the architecture shown in pre- 
vious issues — in articles or in ads — even in the 
award-winners in the competitions sponsored by the 
companies who pay for the ads that in turn pay for 
the salaries of the editors who select the projects. This 
rapidly spinning world of magazine architecture is 
only one planet in our profession's galaxy. 


Form arises from the life encoded in the program 
wedded to a site that is imagined day and night, 
through the seasons and the years to come. It is a 
process of discovery, of analyzing and synthesizing 
myriad ideas and facts into one authentic whole. To 
preconceive is to abort discovery and to rob our com- 
munity of diversity. 


Diversity of involvement: 

The role of the architect is diminishing rather than 
growing. On a project basis, we are separated from the 
project’s users and the general community by the 
client’s program experts, project managers, construc- 
tion managers, budget managers, schedule managers, 
etc. 


On a broad community basis, the infrastructure, the 
streetscape, land use and subdivision — and many of 
the buildings themselves — are shaped without bene- 
fit of an architect. We must become re-involved with 
the design of our communities at every scale. 
Computerized photography allows us to edit and alter 
built works and context for our portfolios... but their 
real existence is what we're about. 


Diversity program ideas: 

When I was in school a long time ago and the studio 
project was, say, an elementary school, we read Maria 
Montessori on how children learned, we thought 
about how the neighborhood could be involved, and 
how every inch of that collection of places could be 
experienced. We studied, we thought, and we invent- 
ed. 


Now, we inherit a detailed space program prepared by 
‘educational experts’ and ‘standard-makers’ with an 
impossibly low budget sponsored by a municipality 
that doesn’t want more schools or, for that matter, 
more children. We also have a poverty of planning 
concepts. Anything larger than a house is conceived as 
a mall. And is there a planned residential development 
that is not organized around a golf course?

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Every project supports a special community and does 
it in the context of a wider community. Architects 
need to create form from the lives of these communi- 
ties. 


Diversity of voices: 

We usually do not speak out or criticize because it 
may risk business or ruffle the serenity of our 
Olympian profession. But we do need to express 
ideas, to make architecture a matter of public interest 
and discussion. Instead of giving ourselves awards, we 
might try getting the public to identify places it likes 
and why. 


Community of diversity: 
A house is a small city, 


A city is a large house ... Aldo Van Eyck 


We need to design places to live that allow the fullest 
life...and living places that have room for everyone. If 
the profession can stand for these things, we might 
even attain ‘uni-diversity’. Rather than figure out how 
to attract diverse people to our club, we need to 
broaden what our profession is so that more people 
choose to participate.

Claude Menders remembered 


I met Claude Menders AIA, who died in August, soon after I 
joined the BSA and volunteered for what was then the Energy 
Committee, which Claude chaired. He gave of his time motivated 
by an interest in what we now call sustainable design and arranged 
to have the Committee prepare a bibliography on the subject ... 
Not until I attempted to chair the Committee myself did I 
appreciate how much work Claude was doing ... then it dawned 
on me that Claude's apparent frailty masked a determined 
personality. 


After we got acquainted, Claude became one of my first clients for 
lighting-design services. We provided consulting services to 
Claude and his colleagues on sanctuaries and schools, residences 
and an occasional office and restaurant. Claude respected what he 
found in a place and made the most of it. His plans were elegant, 
often starting with an existing building and making renovated and 
new spaces work together to form a coherent whole. The 
ceremonial spaces reflected a special attention to light with shaped 


surfaces that controlled and reflected it. Claude seemed to be 
striving for an architecture that could be inspiring without calling 
much attention to itself. 


Claude was collegial ... | liked to think that we learned from each 
other. What I knew of his life had a sense of balance. When I had 
major sugery of my own, Claude was deeply sympathetic, even 
marveling at how the body could heal. I last saw Claude a little 
‘over a year ago at a meeting in his office. He was dapper and in 
good spirits. He continued to call until a couple of weeks before 
he died, working out details of projects on the phone, still 
refining his craft. He seemed resilient through it all, perhaps 
bouyed by the excitement of designing his next project.

Universal suffrage 


An essential part of the AIA's mission is to represent the interests 
of its members. At the chapter level, members freely elect their 
professional colleagues to represent and lead them. However, at 
the national level there is currently no mechanism in place for 
members to elect the officers of the AIA directly. 


Voting for the national officers of the AIA should not be limited 
to those who can attend the national convention and who are 
specially accredited to vote, as is now the case. It should be a 
simple matter for the AIA to establish a vote-by-mail system 
similar to that used by many other organizations and institutions. 
For those not able to attend the convention in person, mail ballots 
could be distributed in advance and the votes could be tallied and 
then added to those cast at the convention. 


The benefits of a “direct-elect” system are many. Each member 
would have the right to vote for the candidate of her or his 
choice, rather than having no vote at all or relying on a proxy. To 
get elected, candidates for office would have to appeal to a 
broader base of constituents. A “direct-elect” system would create 
a closer bond between officers of the AIA and all members 
nationwide rather than focusing on narrower constituencies. 


Accordingly, AIA New England (which includes Connecticut, 
Rhode Island, Massachusetts, Maine, New Hampshire and 
Vermont) has strongly urged the AIA to establish a national 
“direct-elect” system that could be operational in time for the 
2004 national convention in Chicago.
